The electronic medium, first put to 
major use by Franklin D. Roosevelt 
in his famous radio “fireside chats,” 
has now: become,, in television, one 
of the principal means by which can- 
didates and incumbents can reach 
national audiences. 

With ‘jet plane dashes replacing 
the old-style railway campaign 
tours, today’s candidate can be seen 
and heard, in person or in picture, 
in almost any part of the country 
at any time he wishes. Through 
this development, of course, the cost 
of political campaigns has assumed 
astronomical proportions—and this 
itself has become an important fac- 
tor in the parties’ choice of candi- 
dates, and hence in the - nation’s 
leadership. 

But apart from the new mobil- 
ity and accessibility of the candi- 
dates, electronic technology has 
brought another highly influential 
element into the election system. 
The rise of the publi¢ opinion polls, 
whereby frequent samplings of the 
population throughout:.the election 


experts’ estimates.of the size and 
location of the population of the re- 
gion within the foreseeable future. 

Also to be considered is the 
ready accessibility of the site to the 
patients and doctors; and another 
factor might involve the hospital's 
possible specialization in a particular 
type of service, for example surgery, 
or burns or radiation treatment.

Checking the Extremists 


i) recat STUDENTS IN 
\ Italy, emphasizing the obvious 
—that student disorders stop stu- 
dents from studying—have formed 
a committee for democratic action 
which they hope will forestall the 
disruption of their educations by 
violent extremists. 


“Tt isn’t easy to talk sense when 
extremists are waving red flags and 
burning streetcars,” says one of 
their spokesmen. “But the fact is 
that most of our fellow - students 
simply want to get on with their 
studies, in new and better conditions. 
Why can’t tve build up from there?” 


The sentiment reflects a wide- 
spread attitude, The moderates—the 
majority—have begun to recognize 
the price demanded of them by a 
minority which thrives on disorder. 
Now, says a Turin lay student, the 
majority has determined that tnless 
supported by a majority vote, those 


who “occupy” various faculties will 
be thrown out, and he explains the 
firmness of this decision by_explain- 
ing “we must defend our right to 
education.” 

“We want,” he says, “majority 
decisions. We want student freedom 
to be interpreted as freedom of dis- 
sent, not as a pretext for disorder.” 

The position makes sense, and 
not only in Italy-It implies no supine 
acceptance of traditional practices. 
The need for change is recognized. 
But change should be achieved in a 
democratic marmer. 

The serious, moderate student 
can no longer afford to let. the ex- 
tremist minority destroy his learning 
environment. He must preserve the 
legitimate right of dissent, he must 
permit those who. wish to quéstion 
all traditional. practices. But he is 
realizing that if the boat-rockers 
proceed to-smash the boat up, he 
and his fellows will sink with them.

The president of Gray 
the Saskatchewan Medical Association, 
Dr. I. W. Bean, reported last yyeek-that 
a deterrent fee of $1.50 per_visit had 
reduced unnecessary calls on the doc- 
tors’ time by 18 per cent. The fee was 
imposed by ,the government fast winter 
to hold back, the spiralling cost of 
Medicare. 

At first glance, Dr. Bean seemeq to 
settle the argument over a 
deterrent, fee would eut down jal use 


« of doctors’ services. He estimated that a 


quarter of the $25 millions a year 
Medicare cost was for attention people 
didn’t need, Thus when 18 per cent is 
deducted from 25 per cent the wastage 
of time is clearly cut to 7 per-cent.— 
Flaws in Logic 

Alas for Dr. Bean, even the practi- 
tioners of old math spotted: the flaw in 
his logic, even if his arithmetic was 
passable. How, the critics asked, did Dr. 
Bean know that the people who turned 
up missing were the time wasters? 
Maybe they were people desperately 
needing attention who didn’t have $1.50. 
That seemed unlikely. ~~ 

But what if the drop indicated a 
welcome improvement in the general 
health of Saskatchewan? Or what if 
there was a spreading belief that 
medical attention was not all that 
important, that people could get over, 
their sickness about as qnickly without 
attention as. with it? 

It did not take long for these 
questions to shoot Dr. Bean’s conclusion 
full. of holes. The process seemed 
clinched by a hospital .survey_ which 
showed that the deterrent fee imposed on 
hospital bed use was having no effect. In 
Saskatoon the City Hospital reported a 
slightly longer stay this summer 
last. So did the University Hospttat: 


Inconclusive Statistics 

Yet these reports served only to 
underline the danger of drawing any 
conclusions from any medical statistics. 
The hospitals emphasized that . the 
patients had little choice about admission 
or length of hospital stays. Their doctors 
made both decisions so the $2.90 a day 
deterrent fee was irrelevant. 

That was @ point made by the critics 
last winter when the deterrent was first - 
debated. It was conceded, however, and 
still is, that a deterrent wiflcut trivial 
calls on doctors. The statistics produced 
by Dr. Bean are simply inconclusive. 


They, and the deterrent fee itself, have 
only added to the confusion. 

In Alberta, the struggle of the Socred 
Government to stay out of . federal 
Medicare is about to’ be lost. The 
candidates. to succeed Hon. E. C, 
Manning areall edging toward the 
bandwagon. The doctors, however, are 
edging toward open revolt against it, 


Fear Overwork 

What is bugging the doctors most is 
the fear of the overwork that will result 
from. Medicare. Three general practi- 
tioners this week estimated that . their 
average working. week is from 60 to 70 
hours. They fear both longer hours and a 
dilution of the quality of their work. 

But are these fears justified? In 
Alberta at least 80 per cent of the people 
are now in either the doctors’ or the 
government voluntary Medicare scheme. 
All the people’ are covered by a free 
governmental hospital system with a 
small deterrent fee.” Certainly all the 
sick people who can in any way afford it 
- which means .almost everybody 


Newcomers 


—belong to the government Medicare 
plan. So .presumably- are all the 
hypochondriacs and malingerers, 

In plain truth, the solution to the 
doctors’ overload problem is in their own 
hands — cut down their case loads. In 
Calagary- they are doing just that. 
to the city. have been 
complaining that it is. difficult if not 
impossible to find practitioners who will 
add them to their clientele. 

In addition, doctors admit quite freely 
that telephone diagnosis is becoming 
more common, That old joke — ‘‘Take 
two aspirins and call me tomorrow if 
you don’t feel any better” — isn’t a joke 
any more. 


Disaster Avoidable 

Neither is the threat of Medicare to 
the doctors’ peace of mind, But with a 
steely-eyed receptionist, telephone diag- 
nosis, and the almost universality of the 
present Medicare programs, the medi- 
coes should be able to avoid total 
disaster. But in their present mood, it is 
impossible to persuade them of the fact.

~an “admirable work" (it makes one 
“anxious to read the authors") would be 
pleased that there has just appeared a 
new Bartlett's, the 14th successor to- the

_vately “in 1855 by a Cambridge, Mass,, 
bookrhan, John Bartlett. 

Bartlett's first book wag a volume of 
248 pages, reflecting the genteel tradition 
of English poetry, mainly Milton, Pope, 
Byron and Wordsworth. The Bible and 
Shakespeare together-made up one-third 
of the first Bartlett's. 

There was only one-maxim for La 

hefoucauld (“Hypocrisy is the hotn- 
age that vice pays to virtue’’}- no 
Chaucer, no Blake, no Ghelley, few 
Americans, though this was a golden age 
of American letters, 

Though Henry David Thoreau had 
published Walden the year before the 
first Bartlett's, not until 1914, 11 years 
after Bartlett’s Wdeath, was the cranky 
New England transcendentalist dutifully 
entered.. The latest edition gives him 
almost four full pages and how indis« 
pensable his quotations now seem.

Four stories give us a 
picture ofan assault upon 
orderly processes and a claim 
for the subsidized isolation of 
the university.

Government to aid the people 
of Biafra: ‘The Nazis were 
being starved in Stalingrad 
when they were cut off by. the 
Russians.

We find we must remind 
ourselves that it is the Prime 


Minister” of Canada who 
uttered- those words; 
Canada was involved. in 


“that war.” We were fighting 
the “‘poor-Nazis."’ In warfare 
one does not, as.a tule; 
sustain one’s enemy. 


But what relates the Prime 
Minister’s statement to the 
first four stories is the fact 
that students take their re- 
jection of established pro- 
cedures and of society itself 
from Herbert Marcuse who 
tells them that whenever 
there is a sharp challenge of 
principle the reply will be 
irrelevant sophistry. 

It relates to them also 
because the students are 
influenced by Hannah Arendt 
who tells them that the 
irremedial malaise of. our 
society is its indifference to 
matters of right -and wrong, 
We-have discovered that the

And Didn't Seem to Care 


But Slowly, to Spain

Because Lester Pearson remained oblivious to 
the aspirations of the Greater Canada away from 
the glare of the big-city lights, throughout his time 
in office he acted not-as the leader of his nation, but 
as the effective prime minister of only that golden 
triangle formed by Montreal, Toronto and Ottawa. 


No part of his political record was less admirable than 
Pearson's confused and sometimes cynical dealings with that 
exciting part of Canada west of the Lakehead, 

It was one of the ironies of the Pearson period that the 
Liberals, while flailing away at the Conservatives for® being 
unresponsive to the aspirations of Quebec, . themselves 
remained equally insensitive to the ambitions of the three 
Prairie provinces and British Columbia. 

Nearly every political. blunder that John Diefenbaker 
committed in French Canada has a near equivalent in Lester 
Pearson's attitude toward the West. 


‘To Hell with Boondocks’ 


Ever since the Liberals had assumed power in April.of 
1963 without Western support, a ‘'to hell with the boondocks’ 
attitude pervaded the Pearson high command, an attitude 
‘that-arrogantly dismissed that part of Canada outside the 
main population centres of the industrial East as a politically 
insignificant hinterland, 

Canada; like Caesar’s--Gaul, was-divided by the ruling 
Liberals into three parts, The division, both geographical and 
psychological, was into Upper Canada (Ontario), Lower 
Canada (Quebec), and Outer Canada (the rest of the 
country). It was Outer Canada, both East and West, that 
Pearson simply did not understand and never really 
governed, 

During the five years of Liberal rule the government 
made few decisions which had enough favorable political 
impact to span the Prairie or scale the Rockies. 

Like. the~ French-Canadians- under the Conservative 
Government, westerners during the Pearson administration 
felt their isolation from the centres of national decision- 
making. ; 

Both regions wanted to develop their societies and 
economies in their own.ways, and resented the Ottawa 
politictals who, took them for granted, awarding their 
provinces only minor portfolios and little policy consideration. 

Outer Canada, particularly the Prairie provinces, 
responded by rejecting Lester Pearson's leadership, In the 
campaigns fought under his command, the Liberals won only 
six of the grand total of 192 Prairie seats-that were at stake 
in. the four. contests, 


Lack of Identification 


The Liberal attitude was probably best summed up in an 
unusually frank speech given by Allan MacEachen to the 
Winnipeg South Liberal Association on March 16, 1966, 

“We suffer from what I would call a lack of sympathy 
with the Prairie approach to life, a lack of identification.’’ he 
said, “In our efforts to rebuild the party after the 1958 
defeat, we concentrated on Quebec and Ontario, The West 
became ah afterthought. ~ 


“When it came to regional planning it was almost as if we 
gaid: “Oh, yes, we almost forgot the Prairies; we must 
include something on western agriculture.’ Like the Tories, 
who publicly proclaimed. they could win without Quebec, 
we've tried to get along without the Prairies; the only 
Gifference is that we’ve done it by default rather than by 
design.” 

Walter Gordon made the definitive. pronouncement on the 
government’s attitude toward the West during the 1965 
election campaign, when he refused to make policy 
concessions attractive to fhe Prairies with the comment: 
“I’m an accountant in. these things. The Toronto area has 
more seats than Saskatchewan, and we can win them.” 

Jack Davis, a Vancouver: Liberal, proposed at one 
parliamentary caucus in 1965 that the occasional cabinet 
meeting be held in’ Western Canada to demonstrate the 
administration’s interest in the region. He was met with 
derogatory tioots from the ministers present, and the idea 
was dropped. ; 

In the early summer of 1965, Dr. Pat McGeer, (later the 
leader of British Columbia's Liberal Party), came to Ottawa 
on his own; defermined to make the Pearson ministers take 
notice of western problems, He compiled a ‘policy for the 
West” with five specific and relatively simple suggestions 
that might have won the Liberals some additional B.C. and 
Prairie representation in the election that fall. McGeer was 
received politely enough but not a single one of his ideas was 

up. 


Holidayed with Friend ~ 


In August of 1966, when western Liberals organized their 
own symposium in Saskatoon tq prepare for the Liberal 
Party’s national policy conference, they urged, indeed 
begged, Pearson to attend. But he chose instead to spend & 
holiday with his friend Philip Chester, a Winnipeg business 
executive, in Algonquin-Park. 

Such deliberate neglect of the West represented an abrupt 
change in attitude by the Liberals. During the Mackenzie 
King and St. Laurent periods, the West, particularly 


Saskatchewan and Manitoba, had been Liberal strangholds. 
National attention has been focused on the Prairies and 


B.C. with the discovery of the huge petroleum and gas 
deposits, the building of the trans-Canada pipeline, the 
carving out of the city of Kitimat, the- emergence of giant 
forest product complexes, and discovery” of new mineral 


~ wealth, 


“But when the federal focus shifted to the struggle for 
national unity, the West seemed suddenly to become 
irrelevant as a major factor in Ottawa's policy planning. 


The Pearson Government gave the impression that it 


believed all it had to-do was sell wheat to keep the West 
happy, or at least quiet, 


Economy Broadly Based 


What the Ottawa Liberals never séemed to realize wag 
that the Western economy had become broadly based, with 
petroteum, - potash, pulp and power rapidly displacing 
agriculture as the main source of income. Even in 
Saskatchewan, by the mid-Sixties farming was providing less 
than 50 per cent of the gross provincial product. 3 


Wheat sales didn’t have that much to dv with the West’s 
alienation. The citizens of the Western provinces had a gut 
feeling that the Liberals just didn’t care about their 
particular problems, and they were right. 


In one.election campaign after another the Liberals put 
forward in Western ridings the wrong kind of candidates; city 
slickers in’ overalls, machine-tooled to the dictates of the 
party’s-Toronto-power-group. 


The people of the Prairies were never given any good 
reason for voting Liberal, and until the 1968 election, they 
obeyed their instincts by sticking with John Diefenbaker and 
Alvin Hamilton. 


Everywhere outside the Montreal-Ottawa-Toronto axis, 
where such things were not considered important, Pearson 
suffered from not really having a political constituency of his 
own. 


Always the nimble-footed diplomat trying to find some 
political ‘base to stand on, his views reflected the aspirations 
of no particular region or group, except perhaps the narrow 
horizons of the Ottawa Establishment. 


The Man from Algoma? 


This alienation included even Pearson's own riding of 
Algoma East, for although he won re-election with easy 
majorities, he was not OF it. It seemed-_perfectly natural _to 
call John Diefenbaker ‘‘The Man from Prince Albert,” but it 
would have been-patently silly to labe] Lester Pearson “The 
Man from Algoma East.” 


Though he applied much ‘goodwill to the task, Pearson 
could never genuinely involve himself with Canada at its 
grassroots political level. He had existed for too long outside 
the country, his ideas having been formed at universities, in 
embassies abroad, and in the hermetically sealed environ- 
ment of bureaucratic Ottawa. 


Unlike most of his predecessors in the office of prime 
minister, in the public mind he had been nurtured away from 
the backroom involvements and partisan skirmishes - that 
combine to endow most Canadian politicians with recogniz- 
able contours. : 

Like most diplomats, he had existed most of his life in an 
artificial cocoon of ritualistic exchanges int) which real 
people and their mundane problems seldom intruded. 

Although he loved the idea of Canada, Mike Pearson 
remained something of a foreigner in his own country, a man 
without permanent roots who lived in eighteen different 
houses during his period of public service. 

Having spent the wrong years in the faith, he came to the 
nation’s highest political office too late in life to feel that 
vital rapport with the average citizen that nourishes all 
successful politicians. As a result, the image of him 
imprinted on the public mind remained confused and vague. 

The facet thatthe many blurred pictures the public had of 
him sometimes didn’t even add up to the simple act of 
recognition was amusingly illustrated by a minor incident 
that occurred at the time of the royal visit to Prince Edward 
Island in the fail of 1964, 


‘Well, Look, Fella...’ 


Pearson ami his entourage, including Jim Coutts, his 
appointments secretary, were quartered overnight at the 
official. residence of the province's’ lieutenant-governor in 
Charlottetown, Back in Ottawa, an aide got his time zones 


mixed-up and placed a call to Coutts that rang in 


Charlottetown long before breakfast. 


A local waiter, brought in to act as a manservant for the 
occasion, put down the phone and went sleepily upstairs to 
shake Pearson awake,- demanding: “Are you Mr. Coutts?” 
When he heard the emphatically negative reply, the man, still 
unaware he was addressing the Prime Minister, persisted: 
“Well, look, fella, you've got to help me find him, This is 
important.” Be 


The anecdote may have reflected as much on the lack of 
formality amopg Charlottetown waiters as on the vagueness 
of Pearson's public image, but it was not an incident that 
‘could conceivably have involved,a strong public personality 
like John Diefenbaker, Louis St. Tissrent or even Mackenzie 
King.

They commissioned Jimmie 
to carve a 10-foot totem pole 
but after a $200 down pay- 
ment and two months of 
patient waiting Peter and 
Jean still couldn’t motivate 
Jimmie. In desperation they 


bundled him and the un- 
finished pole into their bus 
and headed for California. 
Three seasons have come 
and gone ‘since then and it’s 
strange that he hasn't re. 
turned. An Indian is deeply. 
rooted in his own territory. 
Jimmie «was this town’s 
.favorite character ... as 
much-at home in the local pub 
as inthe church choir where 
his enthusiastic singing 
drowned out thé rest of them, 
Life was always on Jim.

Did you realize that your 
parents. are along with you 
when you date and go steady? 
Of course, I do not mean“in 
body, but in spirit. When you 
date, you have with you many 
attitudes, suggestions, and 
warnings your parents have 
given you, 

They play a bigger part in 

your dating than you suspect. 
For example, they probably 
encourage 
discourage you. They can help 
you feel more confident about 
relating to boys by telling you 
about their own experiences 
and giving you some idea of 
the satisfactions or dis- 
appointments, pleasures and 
pains you may derive from 
your own dates. By their 
attitudes toward boys who call 
on you, they can aid or hinder 
you in developing stronger 
friendships. They can help you 
feel comfortable when you ask 
friends to your home, or their 
attitudes may make you tense 
and uneasy. 
, I strongly suggest to girls 
that they take advantage of 
their parents” advice and 
help them 
achieve a greater success 
with boys. Probably no one 
else could help you as much 
to understand what dating is 
all about, what its purposes 
are, and what it can do for 
your overall development.

Lack of confidence and 
reluctance to set its own style 
format are the two main 
reasons why Canada’s fashion 
industry is dragging its feet in 
comparison to the rest of the 
world. 

This is the conviction _of 
Claire Haddad of ‘Toronto Who 
is in town this week. 

She speaks with more than 
the usual amount of authority. 
She and Lydia Sperlich of 
Montreal are the only two 
Canadian designers to receive 
the Coty Award, the Oscars of 
American fashion. One of the 
creations which won her this 
honor at the Montreal showing 
in’ 1967 (a seductive little 
number that teams a circle 
hem black velvet coat with a 
black-tie nightie and black tie 
tights) is- destined to have its 
place in posterity. It will be 
kept in the Royal Ontario 
Museum, 


BEGAN CAREER EARLY 
Claire cut her teeth in. the 


fashion industry. She was 
designing robes for her 
father’s firm, Bard’s, when 


she was 17. Her academic 
background includes studies 
at the Toronto College of Art, 
Toronto School of Design, the 
Ryerson Institute, New York's 
Fashion Academy and the 
Galasso School of Design in 
Toronto, 

She’s never left the indus- 
try. When she married her 
husband, Albert in 1964, she 
was marrying her future boss. 
They. opened their own com- 
pany, Claire Haddad Limited, 
in 1964. Albert 4s the firm’s 


president and managing direc- 
tor, leaving Claire free to 
“dream up" loungewear and 
lingerie designs — that have 
already-earned Claire a place 
on fashion’s podium, 

Claire and Albert’s decision 
to break into business on their 
own was triggered by Claire’s 
determination to produce ex- 
citing styles and her convic- 
tion —_that—_Canadian women 
were ready for the exotic and 
beautiful. 


CREATES NEW FABRIC 


But, she admits that it’s not - 


the easiest thing-in the world 
to produce ‘new fabrics that 
will make-a name for Canada 
in other markets. Her com- 
pany has brought out a new 
fabric called logo, which is.a 
100 per-cent nylon arnel jer- 
sey. Light as a feather, it 
uses the feather motif in 
ravishing color combinations. 
The feather motif, the firm's 
trademark, is the work of one 
of Canada’s leading fashion 
artists, Jean Miller-of To- 
Tonto.

Claire ‘and her -husband 
wanted yardage created in a 
Canadian mill. ‘‘Our mills are 
reluctant to take a chance, 
they prefer to copy well- 
established lines. We had to 
have 2,000. yards run off 
before we could even view 
one.””

Formula Proposed 
To Determine Death 


CAPE TOWN (Reuters) — 
Surgeons at Groote Schuur 
Hospital, where the world’s 
first human heart transplant 
operation took place 11 
months ago, have proposed a 
formula to define death which 
would give them, the’fight to 
withhold or discontinue treat- 
ment-of-a dying patient, 

The proposal defines death 
as occurring at the moment 
the brain breaks down com- 
pletely. 

Their document says doc- 
tors should be able to stop 
treating a’ patient if they feel 
it would no longer be of use or 
if they find progressive and 
irreversible breakdown of the 
brain’s function. 

The document, submitted to

Since leaves are sch a rich source -of 
humus for our garden soils, it'is a pety we 
cannot just let them lie where they fall, 

By the time we gather them into heaps 
there is the temptation to burn them, instead

When One 
Can Seek 
New Doctor

Many people write saying 
they have serious medical 
problems -and would like to 
have a con- 
sultation with 
a specialist, 
but.. either 
they have not 
asked for it 
because of 
fear of break- 
ing some rule 


of “medical 

ethics,” or 3 

they have 

asked their Alvarez 
doctor for it, and he has, 


perhaps angrily, refused, add- 
ing he knew as much sgbout 
the disease as anyone else 
did. 


My advice to such a patient 
is to find a new doctor who 
will gladly arrange for a 
consultation or perhaps better 
yet, the patient should go 
directly to the consultant. I 
have-seen a doctor, occasion- 
ally a former student of mine, 
get into a lot of trouble and 
perhaps. get sued for malprac- 
tice because he was so foolish 
as to refuse the request for a 
consultation. He seemed to 
want to “hog all-the blame,” 
if~ blame’ were to come 
because of -a bad result of 
treatment or perhaps a death. 
If the.doctor had had more 
sense, he would have been 
glad to share responsibility 
with two of the most distin- 
guished physicians or sur- 
geons in his city.

Also, as I sometimes used 
to tell my students, after 1913, 
when I opened my office in 
San Francisco, whenever I 
had to call someone in 
consultation, I called one of 
the top experts in the city; 
soon. they were all of them 
my friends, and this enriched 
my-life. 


One’ point in “medical 
ethics” people should know 
about is that if a person is 
dissatisfied with his Dr. X, 
and wants to change to Dr. Y, 
he must not let X call Y in 
consultation, because then it 
would greatly embarrass Dr, 
Y if the patient should leave 
X and come to him, The wise 
patient who wants to leave his 
doctor fOr someone else 
should just leave and go to 
the doctor he has heard about 
and wants to employ. 


I like consultations that are 
honest and “openly arrived 
at."" Whenever in my long life 
I have -called a consultant, 
and he’ has examined the 
patient, I have said, ‘You go 
ahead\and tell the patient, and 
the family ( if present) what 
you think is wrong. If you 
think I am wrong say —so 
frankly; I called you because 
you know much more about 
this -type of disease than I 
do,"

——-Many _people— write—asking- 


me if enemas are as harmful 
as some of their doctors say 
they are. After a huge experi- 
ence in gastroenterology’ (the 
study of the somach and 
bowel). I cannot remember 
ever having seen a_ patient 
who I thought haa been hurt 


-—by enemas. And yet, some of 


my .good and able friends in 
medicine used to have horrors 
over women who took 
enemas. 


As nearly as I can learn, 
these doctors had a horror of 
the woman ’s getting an 
“enema habit.”” They thought 
it very bad for a woman to 
get the habit of taking two or 
three enemas a day. Actually, 
I have known -for 30 or 40 
years some women who have 
taken one or two enemas a 
day, and they are still good 
specimens of humanity, now 
in their late 70s. Actually, I- 
think that in many acase, the 
taking of an enema can be a 
person’s best way of handling 
the constipation problems. 

Often a better way is to 
take some “bulk producer” 
like canned figs for a week; 
then canned plums for the 
next week and then figs again. 
In this way the bowel does not 
get so accumstomed to one 
bulk-producer it no longer 
reacts to it.

He ruled it a mistrial because 
of a statement made by a 
woman witness last Friday 
afternoon which, he said, could 
be prejudicial ‘to one or both 
of the accused.”

Whirter, 24, who with Frederick 
James Morry, 28,.was charged 
with killing hotel clerk William 
Bruce van Munster at Prospect 
Lake last March 15.

months later, was alleged by the 
crown to be,that of van Mun- 
ster.

New Tug Air-Conditioned 


Island Tug and Barge has 
taken delivery of the first air- 
conditioned tug ever to sail in 
B.C. waters. 

Called Island King, the 
vessel is an imposing 132 feet 
long, with a 32-foot beam. 

The vessel was built by Star 
Shipyards in. New Westmin- 
ster at a cost of about $1.25 
million and features just 
about every electronic device 
available. 


Completely automated, the 
Island King will crew seven 


men normally, peaking to 
about 14 for major jobs. 
It has a cruising capacity of 


about 50 days and can be. used 


either. locally or in trans- 
ocean jobs. 
Among —innovations__is__a 


water converter, allowing the 
vessel to make its own fresh 
water from the ocean, 

For comfort, the Island 
King .must be called the 
Buckingham Palace of tug 
boats. 

Normally every member of 
the crew, from captain down 
will have his own cabin, ‘The 


vessel has been designed to 
provide. maximum space. both 
for crew and for working. 

The dining area is complete 
with a built-in stereo that will 
play music of your choice 
from__a__wide selection _of 
tapes. 

The Island King is powered 
by: a 3,600 h.p, GM engine. 

It has a speed of about 14 
knots: and will ;e. used for 
barge towing. 

‘The addition of the vessel is 
part of an expansion program 
currently under way at Island 
Tug.
